To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  • 
the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


1 have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1949. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Report  deals  chiefly  with  the  general  scheme  of  medical  inspection 
and  treatment  of  the  school  children  of  the  County,  and  the  statistical  tables  have  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  those  set  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Education. 

Staff. 


Of  the  22  Assistant  Medical  Officers  on  the  Staff  (including  three  in  the  Area  of  the  Ebbw  Vale, 
Abertillery,  Nantyglo  and  Blaina  Divisional  Executive),  17  were  engaged  in  the  joint  work  of  the  School 
Health  Service  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  services  of  7 Consultant  Specialists  were  available  during  the  year,  and  details  of  the  Clinics  held 
are  mentioned  later. 

There  were  43  Lady  Health  Visitors  engaged  in  the  joint  work  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  figure 
includes  6 working  in  the  area  of  the  Divisional  Executive,  and  the  actual  time  devoted  to  School  Nursing 
work  was  equivalent  to  that  of  1 3 Health  Visitors.

Orthoptic  Treatment.  f . , 

The  Orthoptist  who  entered  the  service  of  the  Committee  at  the  end  of  194/  resigned  her  appoin - 
ment  in  April  1949,  and  efforts  to  obtain  a successor  were  not  successful,  so  that  the  work  of  this  valuab  e 
branch  of  the  Ophthalmic  School  Services  had  to  be  suspended.  Up  to  the  time  of  her  resignation  she  had 
been  treating  cases  of  squint  referred  to  her  by  the  Consultant  Ophthalmic  Surgeons,  and  clinics  were  held 
in  Newport,  Ebbw  Vale  and  at  the  County  Hospital, Grilftthstown. 

From  January  1st,  1949,  until  the  time  of  leaving  April,  1949,  63  new  cases  were  seen  by  the  Orth- 
optist. There  were  267  attendances  for  treatment,  and  69  attendances  for  observation,  etc. 

Following  the  cessation  of  the  Orthoptic  Clinic,  an  Occlusion  Clinic  was  commenced,  and  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  50  children  attended,  involving  120  visits. 

Operative  Treatment  for  Squint. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Hoare,  F.R.C.S.,  and  Mr.  Vaughan  Jones,  F.R.C.S.,  at  the  County  Hospital,  Griffithstown, 
performed  during  the  year  99  operations  upon  children  suffering  from  squint. 


Speech  Therapy. 

During  the  year  1949  the  services  of  a Speech  Therapist  continued  to  be  available  to  the  Committee^ 
She  continued  to  treat  cases  of  school  children  suffering  from  the  usual  functional  and  organic  speech 
disorders,  stammers,  retarded  speech,  articulatory  defects,  etc.,  and  held  3 or  5 sessions  per  wee  at  t e 
Stanley  Road  Clinic,  Newport,  and  2 or  4 sessions  per  week  at  Tredegar.  The  remainder  of  her  time  was 
spent  at  the  County  Hospital,  Griffithstown,  and  this  included  one  session  per  month  at  the  Plastic  Surgeon  s 

Clinic. 

The  sessions  are  so  spaced  that  patients  can  attend  every  three  or  four  days  when  necessary  an 
possible.  Each  treatment  is  approximately  of  half-an-hour’s  duration,  and  extends  over  an  average  period 

of  five  months. 

There  is  a case  load  of  approximately  70  children,  comprising  the  most  severe  and  urgent  cases 
on  the  waiting  list.  60  cases  have  been  discharged  during  the  year,  either  as  cured  or  due  to  non-atten 
ance. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  year  1950  the  services  of  another  Speech  Therapist  may  be  obtained. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

During  the  year,  73  sessions  were  held  at  the  County  Hospital,  Griffithstown,  by  Mr.  J.  L.  D. 
Williams,  F.R.C.S.,  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and/or  adenoids.  563  children  were  operated  upon  and  4 
names  removed  from  the  waiting  list  following  a preliminary  examination  by  the  surgeon  or  for  other

Report  upon  Children  referred  by  the  School  Medical  Staff  for  Remedial  Exercises  during  the  Year 

1949. 

The  Remedial  Cases  as  referred  by  the  School  Medical  Inspection  Department  have  received 
attention;  to  ensure  progress,  follow-up  and  altered  exercises  are  given  from  time  to  time 

Assistance  in  this  branch  of  our  work  would  materially  help  the  children  concerned  and  bring 

about  a more  rapid  cure.  . 

The  present  method  of  dealing  with  these  children  has  proved  the  most  satisfact°r* ^ sPe^a 
remedial  exercises  are  prescribed  and  sketched  on  charts— these  are  demonstrated  to  the  children  a 
their  class  teachers;  should  home  conditions  be  found  favourable,  then  the  aid  of  parents  is  soug  s 
that  the  exercises  are  done  at  home  as  well  as  at  School. 

The  majority  of  cases  show  marked  improvement,  and  we  are  grateful  for  the  assistance  and  co- 
operation of  Head  and  Class  Teachers,  thereby  ensuring  the  regular  and  systematic  performance  o 
the  exercises  prescribed.
